Mr. A. BOYD, from the committee on Enroll- 
ments, reported sundry bills, which were signed by . 
the Speaker. 1 

Mr. HARDIN, from the committee on the Judici- • 
ary, a H. R. bill for the benefit of Moses McMillan: 
authorizes him to bring a slave from Tennessee: ; 
pa‘^scd. 

A message from the 11. R. announcing its action 
on sundry lulls and resolutions. 

Mr. PEYTON, from the committee on the Judi- 
ciary, a bill regulating certain duties of Justices of 
the Pence: requires them to keep dockets of all 
cases, and of all executions and attachments, in 
well bound books, with indexes: re-committed to the 
committee on the Judiciary. j 

Also, a bill to amend the penal lavvs: any person 
usurping any office, or holding over after a court of 
competent jurisdiction deciding against his riglit to 
hold it, to be indicted in the circuit court, and fined 
not less than g:500, nor more than $1,500, and be ;

Mr. PEYTON said the subject of the bill was of 
great importance. It is denied that there is jniwer 
in the courts, under existing laws, to enforce a de- , 
cision against a usurper in office. The lull confers ' 
this necessary power and gives a remedy for a gen- j 
eral evil. 

Mr. BUTLER concurred ns to the importance of 
the bill proposed as a general law. He offered no 
objection to the policy of the bill; but it should not 
be acted on hastily. He moved that L50 copies of , 
the bill be printed, and that it pass into the orders i 
of the day: agreed to. j 

Mr. W ALIiluR, from the committee on Proposi- \ 
tions and Grievances, a H. R. act allowing an addi- I 
tional jusiico lu Miililenburg and Union: passed, j 
Also, a H. K. act to change the name of Clemen- i 
tine PciiU-y to riouiciUine Wnterbiiry: passed. I 

Also, a H. R. act to change the name of Betsy!

Mr. W. P. BOYD, from the committee on Religion, i

Also, a resolution, rejecting the petition of Fran- 
ces Dickison for a divorce: adopted, j 

Also, a resolution rejecting the petition of Win-, 
yah C. Barber for a divorce: adopted. j 

Also, a resolution rejecting the petition of Henry 
Ezell for a divorce: adopted. 

Mr. HELM, from the committee on Finance, a 
bill for the benefit of Lemuel H. Williams : allows 
him to serve ns Deputy Slieriff of Clinton, aliliougli j 
be had served as Commissioner of tax in 181.5. I 
Mr. BUTLER said the general law, making the 
two offices incompatible, was founded in wisdom and 
sound policy. He saw no reason to depart from 
that policy in this instance, and opposed the bill. 

And the question be taken on (he passage of the 
bill, it was decided in the affirmative, yeas 17, nays 
16, as follows :

Mr. HELM, from the same committee, a bill for 
the benefit of Philip Lightfoot, Sheriff of Breckin- 
ridge: refunds him $26 interest on judgment against 
him for failing to pay in his revenue in due time: 
passed. 

Also, a bill for the benefit of William C. Price, 
Sheriff of Oldham: allows him $20 for his expenses 
•in conveying a Lunatic to the Asylum at Lexington 
and back: passed. 

Mr. THURMAN, from the committee on Educa- 
tion, a bill for the benefit of the School Commis- 
sioners of Fayette : allows them to make their re- 
port and draw their share of school fund: passed. 

Mr. KEY. from the committee on Banks, a bill 
to continue in force the 20 th section of the act to 
amend the charters of the Banks of Kentucky, ap- 
proved March 8 , 1843, till the first day of March, 
1850 ; the said 20th section grants the banks privi- 



lege to issue notes under $,5, but not under, $ 1 , till 
the 1st of January, 1846. 

Mr. BALLARD was opposed to the issue of notes 
under $.5. He moved to strike out the provision 
granting that privilege. 

Mr. HELM. That would be equivalent to the 
rejection of the entire bill. The small bills were 
at all times coiivertihie into specie and were a great 
public convenience. 

Mr. KEY. The bills being convertible into spe- 
cie, arc a sound, safe, and convenient currency. 
They were very much appreciated for purposes of 
small remittances, for newspapers and other ob- 
jects. 

Mr. B-ALLARD was oppos,^d to the whole hill and 
hostile to the emission of any bills, under $5. If we 
stop the circulation of these small bills, specie will 
fill up the char.nels of circulation tiirough which 
they now flow. 

The SPEAKER suggested that the question made 
by the Senator from Oldham, (Mr. BALLARD.) 
would be virtually decided by the vote on the ques- 
tion on the third reading. 

Mr. BALLARD acquiesced in the suggestion. 

And the question being token on the passage of 
the bill, it was decided in the affirmative, yeas 20 , 
nays 8 , ns follows: 

Yeas — Messrs. Bramlette, Butler, Chcnaiilt, Con- 
ner, Cronsliavv, Draffin. Drake, Evans, Gray, Har- 
din, Heady, Helm, Henderson, Holloway, Key. 
Newel!, Patterson, Peyton, SUughter, Swope. Tay- 
lor, Tliomas, Thurman, Todd, Walker and Wood- 
son — 20 . 

Nays — Messrs. Haiiard, A. Boyd, W. P. Boyd, 
Bradley, Harris, Marshall. South, and Wallace — 8. 

So the bill passed. 

A message from the Governor, by the Secretary 
of State. 

The Secretary of Slate also delivered his report 
in relation to the exclianoe of bonds. 

The rule requiring the Governor’s Message to 
lie on the table one day, was dispensed, the mes- 
sage rend, being nominations of Sheriffs, Notarys 
Public, Comnionwealth's Attorney, and referred to 
the committee on the Judiciary. 

The Secretary’s report, being a tabular statement 
of thirty year bonds exchanged for 0 year bonds, 
was referred to the committee on the Sinking Fund, 
and ordered to be printed. 

OliUr.US OF THE PAY. 

A Joint Resoluton, appointing a committee to visit 
Transylvania University and the Lunatic .Asylum, 
with a H. R. amendment, including the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum: concurred in. 

All art allowing the Sheriff of Pulaski further 
time to collect muster fines, with a IL H. amend- 
ment, allowing the Sheriff of Rockcastle further 
time to collect t!:e county revenue, and return his 
delinquent list: concurred in. 

An engrossed bill to change the time of the meet- 
ing of tlieGeiicrnl Assembly to the first Monday in 
December in each year hereafter. 

And the question licing taken on the passage of 
the bill, it was decided in the allirmative. yeas 11 ), 
nays Iti, as follows: 

Yeas — Alessrs. Ballard, W. P, Boyd, Contier, 
Crenshaw, Draffin, Dyer, Gray. Hardin, Harris, 
Helm, Henderson, Newell, Patterson, Peyton, 
South, Swope, Taylor, Thomas and Todd — 19.

So the bill passed. 

Sundry acts from the II. R. were read a second 
time and appropriately referred. 

An engrossed resolution, requiring nominations 
of certain ofiicers to be referred to the committee on 
Executive Affairs, &c. 

Mr. HARRIS moved that the resolution lie on 
the table for the present: agreed to. 

A joint resolution that the General Assembly ad- 
journ sine die on the 10th February next. 

Mr. WOODSON moved an amendment, as a sub- 
stitute, that the General Assembly will adjourn on the 
earliest day after getting thrungii the public busi- 
ness. 

I\Ir. PATTERSON was opposed to tlie amend- 
ment and in favor of the original resolution. Last 
year we got througli the business and adjourned on 
the lOlh of February; and no act of the Legislature 
was so universally approved by the people ns that 
of fixing an early day of ndjuiirnment. The advan- 
tage of fixing a day for final adjournment is, that 
we have a day to work np to, and can carry out the 
public business; whereas, if the day be not fixed, 
we postpone business, debate ami discuss too much. 
My c.\i>erience in legislation convinces me that we 
can dispatcli the public business in a session of forty 
days. The Legislature of ’14-5 had received from 
the people the gratifying ap|)e!Iation of “the work- 
ing Legislature.” 

Mr. HARRIS. I never have voted for fixing the 
day of ndjournmenl so early in the session. I nin 
decidedly in favor of the amendment offered by the 
Senator from Jessamine [Mr. Woodson.] It is 
very true the people were gratified because the last 
session terminated so early os the lOiliof Fehrnnry, 
and that they approve short sessions. But times 
and business were subject to great variations. There 
is far more impnrinnt business to be transacted this 
session than there was the last .session. -Among 
the rest, there was a proposition to create a new 
county out of Caldwell. If we adjourn on the lOlh 
of February, I am fearful (playfully) weshall not be 
able to pass that important measure. 1 am not 
pledged to vole for that measure; nor am 1 in favor 
of the principle of ripping np old roiinlies. My sec- 
tion has been ruined already by tliat practice; hut I 
wish to enjoy tlie sport and fiiii of seeing the Sena- 
tor from Caldwell (Mr. Patterson) struggling to 
preserve his county from mutilation. I sliall go 
for the amendment, to enable us to take a hand in 
dividing Caldwell. 

Mr. WOODSON was not opposed to ndjonrnlng 
on the lOtli or even on the 1st of February ; hut he 
could not now determine tliat .ve should be able to 
get lliroiigli by tlie lOtli. It may be. possibly, we 
can finisli oiir business and adjourn on tlie 1 st. 
When we can see througli. we can then intelligibly 
designate a day of final adjournment. 

Mr. PAT1*ERS(JN was indebted to the Senator 
from Floyd, (.Mr. Harris,) for the .special consid- 
eration which lie j>ruposod to bestow on the propo- 
sition to erect a new county out of Caldwell. If my 
recollection, however, he worth any thing, we set- 
tled tliat question very satisfactorily last session, 
and adjourned on the lOtli of February, neverthe- 
less, as the Senator must also remrmher. If any 
merriment he exhibited, in the consideration of that 
new county question, no doubt it will proceed from 
the Senator; it could only originate with him. But 
when the ijuesiion comes up and there shall be 
deemed imt cnoiigli time before the lOlh February, 
for the display of tliat Senator’s humor, I will move 
to rescind the adjourning resolution to give him 
more time for that purpose, I wish, myself, to wit- 
ness the displn v of his nierriniMit and talents. — 

Mr. HARRIS, speaking across — On your side? 
(Laugh.) 

Mr. PEYTON. On my side. (Laugli.) ~ 

Mr. BUTLER adhered to the ground of tlie ori- 
ginal resolution. I presume not a single Senator 
will say he would not adjourn when the public busi- 
ness shall have been completed. But the difficulty 
is to know when that is done. This is the real dif- 
ficulty. If we sit here from January to January, 
we shall be no nearer through than we shall be on 
the day proposed. The appetite for legislation 



i grows by what it feeds upon. The greatest curse ! 
of this country is redundant legislation. The gene- 
ral laws have not time to be understood by the 
country before they are repealed or substituted by 
j new ones. This may be beneficial to the legal pro- 
fession, but it is injurious to the body of the people, 
i Permanent laws, of less wisdom, are better than 
wiser laws perpelinlly changing.

H.. tint a clerk was removed 
from office by the Court below stairs, only a few 
weeks ago. 

The grntlrman fioin Madi-rn [3Ir. J. S. Smith.] 
says it would not ilo to pass by investigation; it was 
expedient to invest igate, so as to relieve tlie inno- 
cent from suspicion. But Mr. afiirmcd that no man 
went farther thnn himself for practical investiga- 
tions ofeondoct. from the highest to the lowest; but 
he was really unwilling to go into the matter by 
way of making it a ge > ?ral s» irc'i warr in: Imsi- 
ness. But let geu'lemen specify their cases of sus- 
picion : let tiiem tell us in what particular district 
they suspci’t improper conduct in the Judge, the 
Siieriff", the Magistrate — and he could not see why 
\vc should not include the Const.able ; for he verily 
thought of all ord"rs of men, ».ake tliem as a whole, 
the Coiist.-.bles were the greatest curse to the Coin- 
tnouwcallh. The gentleman from Campbell object- 
ed to the amendment liccause it proposed to inquire 
into the conduct of those who held olficc for a limit- 
ed term. But sir, we ask also to look into the con- 
duct of the Di-trict Attorneys: and why not look in- 
to the manner in which gentlemen obtain their seats 
here: for if common fame be true, many of our elec- 
tion districts lire sometimes carried by bribery, 
fraud, and all sorts of rascality. &c. If we would 
go in searcli of the muddy waters, when we shall 
have hunted them out, the foulest and mostofleii- 
sivc dregs will be found iii the political tub at last. 
And besides, such an inquest would be the least ex- 
pensive: as. for example, wlien the rommillee sliall 
sit, and gentlemen should su«pect anything wrong 
about the elections in Caiiiplvell, the rejiresentaiive 
from that eomity would be at hand, a good and in- 
lelligeiil wilocss iu the ea-e,nud no exix-u-e in sen- 
ding after h:m. I.et us purge tlio elective franchise, 
said Mr. H., and if there he r.irruptioii in it. let the 
good |ie<»,ole of this good old Commonwealth know 
it: fur it was n snhject in which all our fcllow-citi- 
lens fell the deepest interest, &.<•. He had friends, 
if he had not relatives, in nearly all the offices pro- 
posed to be inquired into, and on their .account lie 
invited investigation. He only de-ired some tangi- 
ble, practical basis on which the committee might 
act inteliigeolly. 

Mr. VV'.VLLFR said that he was in fiarnesi in 
supporting the original re-olotions of inquiry, and 
for that reason should oppose the amendment. Tiie 
original rcsolotions were objected to by (he gentle- 
men now advocating tlic amendment, on the ground 
that the inquiry proposed was too broad, and would 
require too uvoch time. Now they urge that it is loo 
narrow, and pro{>ose to extend the inquiry so as U» 
embrace the executive offices and the members of 
this House. He could not believe the gentlemen 
sincere; tlieir object must be to defeat the resolu- 
tion and stifle investigation. If they were sincere, 
he was ready to aid them in their efforts. Let the 
resolutions pass ns they are, and the committee 
will not be overburdened. The gentlemen can bring 
forward their proposition in a separate form, and 
have It referred to a separate co:n’nittee. Both in- 
vestigations could then progress at tlie same time. 
Do this, and he said he stood prepared to go as far 
as any member on this floor, in aiding them to ac- 
complish their object. Sir, this is no party move- 
ment, nor should it be made so. It is nn inquiry 
into the conduct of officers of tli 3 government, unmi 
the siurgeslion that corrupt practices exist. The 
country^dcmaiids the investig.ition. Is either party 
prepared to take the responsibility of opposing it? 
Sir, said lie. I regret the remarks of my friend from 
Franklin, (Mr. Harlan;) they were, in his opinion, 
ill timed and out of place. No doubt corrupt prac- 
tices at elections obtain occasionally in Imth par- 
ties, and in all counties. Let us be candid, and 
take an unprejudiced view uf things as they are. It 
is useless to exaggerate or east n-flections upon 
particular counties. If the gentleman really wishes 
to purify the hallot-lK>x. let him take a separate ac- 
tion at the proper lime, and he pledged him his stip- 
port. 

Mr. ROOT said he did not intend to say anything 
further as to the merits of the bill. His only object 
was to reply to the gentleman from Franklin. He 
was not aware of any importation of German votes 

had never heard uf the landing of sieambuats in 

Campbell laden with (ierinan voters. Tlie state- 
ment was unjust, and the gentleman from Franklin 
bad not even the authority of the vilest and most 
polluted partizan slieet in this Commonwealth for 
bis authority; he was, therefore, amazed that a gen- 
tlemen of so high and dignified standing should see 
fit to make such a charge upon this floor. He was 
sure that it emanated from the overflowings of an 
inventive imagination. The eagle eyes of the Whig 
Judges would certainly have detected the fraud, if it 
had ever existed. This charge was for the first 
time made by the honorable gentleman himself, and 
it will greatly enlighten the most sagacious of his 
party in Campbell. 



Mr. H.ARL.AN said, of course, he had no per- | 
sonal knowledge of the fact, whether voters were 
imported into Campbell from Oltio,*or not. He only 
s|>oke from rumor : and as the gentleman from 
t'amphell had said there was no foundation for it, 
he had nothing mure to say.

Congress.— Jiiiiu 7 /- 1 / tJ. — The Senate did not sit: 

In the House, Mr. Cunningham, of Ohio, oflered 
a series of resolutions in relation to Oregon, de- 
claring tliat jthe rejection by Great Britain of the 
offer of the 49ih parallel by the U. S. Government, 
was putting negotiation on the subject at an end — 
that the country of Oregon is rightly ours — that 
Great Britian’s claim is outrageous — and that Con- 
gress ought forthwith to pass resolves for main- 
taining our rights. 

A motion to suspend the rules, to allow the said 
resolution to be t:iken up and considered, was made, 
and the yeas and nays called — lost; yeas nays 69. 

Mr. Gamtt Dtvis, of Ky., moved that the com- 
mittee of the Whole bo discharged from the con- 
sideration of the resolution iieretofore offered by 
3Ir. Douglass, of 111., in relation to Oregon, and 
which had been referred to said committee, and 
made the order of the day for Tuesday next ; and 
that said resolution of 3Ir. Douglass be referred to 
sundry standing committees. 

The question was taken on Mr. Davis’ motion 
and lost. Mr. Douglass’ resolutions were set for 
consideration on the 13tli. Mr. Haralson, from the 
committee on 31ilitary Affairs, reported a bill to 
raise two regiments of riflemen, and for other pur- 
poses, explaining that the object was to operate in 
part with the bill reported from the committee on 
Territories, for the occupation of Oregon. He 
moved that the bill be considered on the Glli. A 
very interesting and exciting debate arose, in wliich 
3Iessrs. Haralson, Houston, Holmes 'of S. C., Dou- 
glass ami J. Q. Adams to«k part. 3Ir. Douglass 
gave certain peculiar friends of Texasjsorne severe 
bits for tbeir lukewarmness on the Oregon ques- 
tion. Every thing was made to jump on the Texas 
question, but now every thing was thrown in the 
way of securing Oregon. He poured some shots 
. into the committee on Foreign Relations for their 
^ tardiness, and he made some stinging allusions to 
. the deliberation now manifested by some in this 
case, who saw England as the foe; but who had 
l>een extremely rampant for Texas, when 3Ie.\ico 
only opposed. Mr. Holmes, of S. C., in reply, de- 
clared he did feel the deepest concern at the pros- 
pect of war with (Ireat Britain, which would inevi- 
tably come, if the hill reported hy the committee on 
Territories, passed. He deprecated haste and jire- 
cipitancy in this great matter. The horror and cost 
of a war with England was incalculable. When 
' war should come, however, if come it must, he no- 
tified his warlike friend from Illinois, (3Ir. Dou- 
glass,) that he would be as bold and zealous as any 
one in standing up for his country. 

Mr. Adams next rose, when instantly the whole 
j House was in commotion, pressing round to catch 
'every syllable. We have not room for his remarks 
[at length, but condense his principal points. He 
j was fur giving instant notice to Great Britain to 
terminate the joint occupancy — he would do it that 
very day if he could — every thing depended on this 
— he would vole for nothing relative to Oregon, no 
occupation, no protection to settlers, no forts, stock- 
ades, block-houses, regiments of riflemen, miners, 
j sappers, pontoniers — nothing of the sort — till we 
I had first given the notice. Then wc could do all with 
clear consciences. He was for sacredly adhering 
'to treaties while in force, but f r the instant lernii- 

I 

nation of the Oreg m joint occupancy. He be- 
lieved there would be no war. Even occupation, 
after notice, would not lead . necessarily to war. 
Tiiey could take possession and then negotiate. 
That, at least# was in accordance with military 
‘ usage. He had heard the rumor that the committee 
on Foreign Relations hesitated about giving notice. 
He deeply regretted to hear (his, and hoped they 
would report in favor of it. After giving the no- 
tice, however unwilling he ever had been to increas- 
ing our military force, he thought he could get over 
. his objections, and especially if Great Britain man- 
ifested any offence on receiving the notice. If war 
should come, whicli, however, he did not apprehend, 
the whole country would unanimously stand by the 
claims of the Uuited Stales to the whole of Oregon.
